Church of that Kingdom, as now by Law Eſtabliſhed: Which Trea- 
ty being now reported to the Parliament, and it being reaſonable 
and necefary, that the true Proteſtant Religion as preſently profeſ- 
fed within this Kingdom, with the Worſhip, Diſcipline, and Govern- 
ment of this Church, ſhould be effectually and unalterably Secured ; 
Therefore her Majeſty, with Advice and Conſent of the {aid Eſtates of 
Parliament, Doth hereby Eſtabliſh and Confirm the ſaid true Pro- 
reſtant Religion, and the Worſhip, Diſciphne, and Government of 
this Church, to continue withour any Alteration, to the People of 


this Land in al ſucceding Generations; and more eſpecially, her Ma- 


jeſty with Advice and Conſent foreſaid, Ratifes, Approves, and for 
ever Confirms the Fifth Act of the fiiſt Parliament of King Williams 
and Queen Mary, Intituled, Act Ratifying the Confiſſion of Faith, 
and ſctiling F'resbyterian Church Government, with the haill other 
Acts of Parliament relating thereto, in proſecution of the Declara- 
tion of the Eſtates of this Kingdoin, containing the Claim of Right, 
bearing date the Eleventh ot Aprit One thouſand ſix hundred and 
eighty nine; And her Majeſty with Advice and Conſent toreſaid, ex-

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Government ſhall be the only Government of the Church within the 
Kingdom of Scotland. And further, for the greater Security of the 
foreſaid Proteſtant Relig:on, and of the Worſhip, Diſcipline, and 
Government of this Church, as above Eftabliiked ; her Majeſty, 
with Advice and Confent foreſaid, Statutes and Ordains, That the 
Univerfities and Colleges of St. Andrews, Glafrow, Aberdeen and 
Edinburgb, as now Eftabliſhed by Law, tball continue within this 
Kingdom for ever.

Britain, ſhall, in all time coming, at his or her Acceſſion to the 
Crown, Swear and Subſcribe, That they ſhall inviolably Maintain 
and Preſerve the foreſaid Settlement of the true Proteſtant Religion, 
with the Government, Worſhip, Diſcipline, Right and Privilege; 
of this Church, as above Eſtabliſhed by the Laws of this Kingdom, 
in proſecution of the Claim of Right. And it is hereby Statute and

fundamental aud eſſential Condition of any Treaty, or Union, to be 
Concluded betwixt the two Kingdoms, without any Alteration 
thereof, or Derogation thereto, in any ſort for ever. As alſo, tha 
this Ad of Parliament, and Settlement therein contained, ſhall be 
Inſert and Repeated in any Act ot Parliament that ſhall paſs, for 4 
greeing and Concluding the foreſaid Treaty or Unioa, betwixt the 
two Kingdoms; and that the ſame ſhall be therein expreſly Decla- 
reduo be 2 tundamental and eſſential Condition of the ſaid Treaty or 
Union, in all time coming.

and continue, in all time coming, the ſure and perpetual Foundati- 
on, of a compleat and intire Union of the two Kingdoms of Scotland 
and England, under this expreſs Condition and Proviſion, That the 
Approbation and Ratification of the foreſaid Articles and Act, ſhall 
be noways binding on this Kingdom, until the ſaid Articles and AR 
be Ratified, Approved and Confirmed by her Majeſty, with, and 
by the Authority ot the Parliament of England, as they are now 
Agreed to, Approved and Confirmed by her Majeſty, with, and by 
the Authority of the Parliament of Scotland. Declaring neverthe- 
leſ5, That the Parliament of England may provide for the Security 
ot the Church of England, as they think Expedient, to take place 
Within the Bounds ot the ſaid Kingdom of England, and not dero- 
gating from the Security above provided for Eſtabliſhing of the 
Church of Scotland, within the Bounds ot this Kingdom. As alſo, 
the {aid Parliament of England, may extend the Additions and other 
Previfions contained iu the Articles of Union, as above inſert, in fa- 
yours of the Subjects of Scotland, to, and in fayours of the Subjects 
of England, which ſhall not ſuſpend or derogate from the Force and 
Effect of this preſent Ratification, but ſhall be underſtood as herein 
included, without the neceſſity of any new Ratification in the Par- 
lia ment of Scotland. And laſtly, her Majeſty Enacts and Declares, 
That all Laws and Statutes in this Kingdom, ſo far as they are oon- 
trary to, or inconſiſtent with the Terms of theſe Articles, as above 
mentioned, ſhall from and after the Union, ceaſe and become void. 
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
